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Waihinftou. Nov. 26.— The state de 
partment h«s been -inforiued of the 
•greemrnt, or ijielinilnary treaty 
reached by the foreign ininislers ai 
Peking but it is not rfgaiUed as ex 
pedient to give out lor publitiatlcn a 
this time uny detailed lAformation re 
£ardlng it. It may be statrd. however 
that the arrangement brands a very 
poor chant-p of receiving .ae a^nction 
of all the porwera represented in the 
Peking conference, unless some matn- 
la) amendm. r.ts arc prrinittcd. 

Just what ihe obje. tionable foatures 
are, can only be surmised, In view oi 
the adverse decision of the autborltirtf 
rwpMtlng pnbllcatlon. But, accepting 
uaeeurate Ihp statement from Peking 
that the basis of the agreement is to 
be found in the French note. It is easy 
to perceive that there are no less than 
two points which. It included in their 
original shape, would not meet .vi(h 
the unqualified approval of this gov- 
ernment. For instance, the president 
expressly reserved his opinion as, to 
the proposition that the Taku forts' b< 
dismanth'd. He also withheld his ap 
l)roval of the French proposition that 
iBere be a permanent military oocupa 
tion at two or three points on the road 
between Tien Tsin and Peking. 

Tliere wtre several po.nts to wliith 
the assent of the United States was 
^ given, namely : Providing for the 
punishment of the guilty Chinese who 
may be designated by representat.v s 
of ihi' i)ui\>-r3 at Peking; lor trie coi 
lection of equitable indemnities, in 
Which connection our government sus- 
gested a reference of the subject to 
The Hague tribunal; and, finally, for 
the maintenance of a legation guard at 
Peking. The latter, huwever^ was to 
be temporary until congress acted on 
the mattpr. I'nless the ministers at 
Peking have made a very substantial 
.change in the requirements of th 
French note, therefore, it may be pre 
dieted that our government will ferl 
obliged to srek to make some altera- 
tions in the arrangement bei'o.e it 
gives adherence. 

There is some reason to believe thai 
the indemnity proposition has taken 
Buch an excessive form as to make i* 
impossible for the Chinese goveinmeu'i 
to meet the demand and this demand, 
taken in connection with the unrea' 
snnable demands of the powers, re> 
t'liecting punishmentSi may oblige oui 
government to endeavor to have the 
demands moderated. There are indi 
entlons, too, that in these efforts oni 
government is to receive the support 
of one of thi^ niOhU pweiful govern 
ments represented at the Peking con 
ference and one which has generally 
supposed of late to have favored au 
extreme position.
